Noble said that Malcolm began to real- 
ize, in the last years of his life, that unless 
blacks begin to build structures that can deal 
with the “massive organizations” that op- 
pose them, justice will never prevail. 

“[They] sitdown, organize, meet, calcu- 
late, scheme, do whatever is necessary to 
plot, on a broad number of levels, how to 
keep us ignorant, keep ı us at one another’s 
throats, neutralize us in business. . lie to us, 
poison our children’s minds, affect media, 
the whole galaxy of things; plus the exten- 
sive surveillance network that undermines 
and corrupts our people wherever they are 
around the world,” said Noble.

“One problem I think facing us — beside 
police, drugs, AIDS, pregnancy — is our- 
selves. Latinos and African-American youth 
do not know a lot about each other, so they 
comeintoconfrontations,” says Edson Legere, 
a 16-year-old University High Student and 
Unity Jam founder.
